In other words it is a looking-ovcr 
of the industrial and other conditions in .the home town, see- 
ing .where it stands and where improvements can be made 
that will add to the general welfare. 


In some places expositions representing home industries 


have been held, and always with profit to the communities 
interesting themselves in these undertakings. ; Strange as it 
seems the average citizen of the average town is poorly post- 
ed on'the industrial affairs of the town in which he lives. He 
4nay.be able'to name the different industries and give a rough 
• estimate of the number of men and women employed but he 
knows next to nothing of the aggregate payrolls and the ag- 
gregate value of the goods produced in a year by the fac- 
tories that are as familiar to his sight as the trees in his door- 
yard. •

Such men—and that means most men—are always sur- 


prised when anything is done to call their attention sharply 
to their immediate surroundings. And the surprise is in al- 
most every case a pleasant one. They find when the fact:

perous and flourishing than they had supposed. Growth o< 
towns, when it'is a healthy growth, is gradual, hive or lei 
years slip away practically unnoticed.
